(37) Scope of Utility Model Registration Daims 

Wooden flooring for floor heating use which is comprised of rectangular wooden flooring provided with 
grooves on erne end along the longer dimension and on one side along the shorter dimension and provided with 
tongues on the other end along the longer dimension and on the other side along the shorter dimension, said wooden 
flooring also being provided with chamfering which extends over the entire ciiciuiifercnoc alcmg the upper edge, and 
being provided with colored portions at least on the top surface of the tongue at the end along the longer dimension.
